And yet they would have had every 
reason to do so, for after 1980, too, it 
will only be possible to adjust pensions 
to net salaries due to the unexpected in- 
crease in the pensions pile — unless, 
that is, the Pension Funds are relieved 
by other means as, for instance, the tong 
overdue participation of pensioners İn 
the cost of their health insurance, 

It would thus seem that the Pension 
Funds, having only just started to put 
their finances in order, are heading for 
their next even bigger crisis — a crisis 
which is certainly not minimised by the 
fact it will not lake place until the next 
decade. 

By 1984 at the very lalest, the Federal 
Government is compelled by law to 
provide widowers with tlıe sane pensions 
which widows are entitled to. The finan- 
clal consequences of this are as yet un- 
fathomable. 

Moreover, starting front the mid-eiglı- 
ties, pensioners and the working popula- 
tion will become fully aware of lhe con- 
sequences of the “pill-gap”. 

The numerical relation belween con- 
tribution-paying workers and pensioners, 
which is now already constantly shifting 
to the detriment of the working popula= 
tion, will deteriorate at a dramatic rate. 
Many are already gucssing as to how 
long the much-vaunted dcul between the 
generations, in other words betwcel 
young and old, will old. 

Today, it takes 2.38 working people to 
pay for one pension. In 1985, {his Iigure 
will drop to 2.24. But it must be borne 
in nıind that not every insured persorı pays 
contributions. 

It is quite conceivable that ilis rela- 


e- tion will drop to two to one in the 


colirse of the next decade. And even if 
working contribution payers were tO 
achieve high incomes due to progress in 
productivity and job security — and these 
are two rather daring suppositions — 
and if they were thus in a position to 


stantiate the Bfa calculations. On the 
other hand, there is little to indicate that 
the Government's caiculations are cor- 
rect, except perhaps the hope that fewer 
senior citizens will in future avail them- 
selves of the possibility of premature 
retirement.

It would therefore be wiser to operate 
on the premise that in the years to 
come, too, people between the ages of 
60 and 63 will be so worn by their 
working life that they will gladly apply 
for their pensions ~— especially in view 
of the fact that the. poorly designed sys- 
tem of flexible retirement ages provides 
virtually no advantage for those who 
wait until they are 65. 

The unfortunate thing about this dis- 
sension between the Federal Govern» 
ment and the Bla is the fact that vir- 
tually no politician takes it seriously. 
The politicians’ term of office will end 
in the autumn of 1980 — and their 
interest hardly extends geyond that tine. 

But the outlook in the pensions issue 
until 1980 is not bad at all. In fact, it is 
even better than assumed in the Labour 
Ministry only a very short while ago. 

By the end of the present legislative 

period in Bonn, says the Bfa, the re- 
serves of the Pension Funds will suffice 
for iwo months" payments — always 
providing that the economic develop- 
ment docs nol lag behind estimates.

Unfortunately this is where patients 
ask too much. Doctors are not trained in 
clairvoyancy and can give patients no ini- 
fallible answers, 
` In effect, all the patient can do is re- 
sign himself to trusting in medical pro¬ 
gress and the skill of his doctors. And 
for their part, sisters and hurses, who are 
best able to help patients overcome psy» 
chic hospitalism, can do no better than 
offer them ali the sympathy and encou- 
ragement they can.

T he mentally retarded in Frankfurt 
iow lıaveê a cafe of their own.

Now the mentally retarded are to have 
ihe same chance to mix socially, as 
Frankfurt Mayor, Marlin Berg — also 
chairman of the sacicty for welfare 
homes — pointed out, 
, This society starlecl a chain of rehabj- 
lation centres [or the mentally handi- 
capped ast year. The new cafe is the 
latest link.

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Psycnie hospitalisn is the name me- 

dica! research scientists in Ulm and 
Hlarover have giveıı {o 4 newly discover 
ed sickness syndrome. It is the result of 
the acctımulaled psychological side ef- 
fects of being helplessly “Uelivered up” 
to the whole hospital inachinery, It is 
ihe psychiatric counterpart to somatic 
hospitalisn, an infection contracted 
within a hospital. 

Adult men and women, parlicularly 
resollle and capable business people, 
studdlehly feel themselves reduced to tlc 
status of a child, Instead of being ablc 
to decide freely over what {hey or others 
beneath then are going to do, tiiey find 
‘they are suddenly subject to {he whims 
and orders of and an Inspection by aliher 
„People on being carted into hospital. 

Hospital staff decide from then’ on 
what will happen to then, where and 
with whom they will be put. The result 
,İs a nıixture of bewilderment and help 
.less frustration, 

Jürgen Rohde, medical sociologist at 
Ihe Hanover Medical College, noticed 
sorte time ago that a palient is more or 
less treated as a child in hospital. Hie 
also noticed that niany pidients corre 
spondingly start behaving like small 
citildren after a short time. 

Doctors and other medical staff say 
they have never been particularly aware 
of this. On the contrary, they say most 
palients adjust quickly lo hospital rou- 
tine without any show of resistance, 
temper or olher enıotion. 

Dr Rohde, however, sûys that patients 
do nat adj ._ They capitulate 
and give way lo constant mıld depres- 
sion. Beneath the resigned exterior the 
patient is in fact making an immense 
effort to supppress his feelings and 
submit to “doctor's orders." 

So in fact being admitted to hospitıl 
puts a far greater emotional strain on 
the patient at a tinte when he is least 
able to cope with it than any other un- 
usual or upsetting events in his life, 

Lack of communication in hispital is 
an even worse aspect of hospital life for 
Most patients, according to Fritz Hart. 
niann, also of Hanaver. He says thal 
.hospilal staff speak in a recondite jargon 
of (heir own wliich may often lead to 
miındersiandings between patient and 
siafl.

The S1-year old doctor is accused of 
having given A patient at least 2,000 
injections and infusions and of having 
dispeiscd “half û chemist's shop" to 
him during a cours of treatment lasting 
siıttcen months between |97] and 1972, 
during which time he charged the pa- 
fces amounting to 143,000 deutsch- 
miarks. : 


n addition (o this the 47- “

marks. to’ caver prescriptions - filled - 
out for him by {he doctor, 

During preliıninary pioceédings sêve: 
ral medical specialists attested that tlıe 
accused liad carried out “a pointless and 
superfluous" course of: treatment. ‘Follo: 
wing’ a road accident the patient was 
suffering from' mental shock, but far 
from helping him the doctor had per 
manently damaged his health by the 
course of treatment le had given him. 

Another expert opinion, stating that 
because .Ihë patient had been given to 
many drugs he was now suffering from a 
so-called Homer Syndrome and gTûvé 
circulation disorders, has given rise to 
the charge of grievous bodily harm. 

In the course of treatment the Pa- 
tient's inherited private means slırunk 
rapidly.

He admits tha (treatment he 
gave was unusual, bul claims it was ap- 
propriate (o the patient's complaints, He 
regards the suit aş a neurolie act of ven- 
gcance on the palient's part because’ he 
was not prepared to give medical attèsla- 
tion thaf the patient's illness Ya adi. :
